A telegram from Tours dated November 
18th, states that a detachment of the Garde 
Mobile belonging tothe army of the center 
under Gen. Tierck, which was advancing from 
LeMans along the line of railroad from that 
city to Chartres, reached Dreux, 35 miles 
southwest of Versailles, when they encoun- 
tered the seventeenth division of the German 
army. Being out-pumbered the detachment 
f@i back upon tne main bedy. 

This engagement has nothing to do with 
the army ot the Loire, which ai last advices 
had fully completed the turning of the Ger- 
men right. The German force which encount- 
ered the Garde Mobiles near Dreux was 
marching from 8t. Germain to join Von Der 
Tanp. 

It is officially reported here that Gen. 
D’ Aurelles does not propose to make a fur- 
ther advance, but, having secured an ex- 
tremely strong position, will await an attack 
by the combined forces of Prince Frederick 
Charles and the Duke of Mecklenburg. 

He continues to receive reinforcements of 
allarme daily. Yesterday a very strong train 
Of field artillery and a large body of cavalry 
moved from Tours to join him. His strength 
is greater even than reported. The official 
statement shows that his army numbers nearly
